rine, the dashboard of

side of an alarm clock. For every dial 
on a plane there are 10 in a submarine. 
Every two paces a person must sidc- 
.'tep an outcropping motor or a jutting 
dial board. 


The Seael (submarines are named 


for sea creatures), a spanking new 
1.300-ton submarine, put it at Wash- 
ington after saialing up the Potomac 
ami a tew newsmeii were |>crmitted 
lo go into her belly. A submarine 
looks like nothing so much as a 300- 
foot section of a huge metropolitan 
water main pinched together neatly 
at the ends. 


On the top-side is platform deck, 


above which stricks a tapercd-off deck 
cabin and a single gun. Several hatch- 
ways, each the si'/.e of a manhole, lei 
a person down in. You do better in a 
submarine if you are middle height and 
thin, of which this correspondent i.s 
one hut not the other. Inside, it is the 
beautifully 
polished intricacy of a 


fine watch. 


Have A Cigar 


The H<KIO,0(K) Seal has some of the 


Navy's latest devices for making a 
submarine the terror of the seas. In 
a spot or two as our parly squirmed 
through the boat we were told not to 
look too closely or ask questions but. 
at the end of the journey I emerged 
with only one or two idcaes that con- 
ceivably might be considered naval 
secrets. 


This lady had four torpedo tubes 


forward anil four a f t , and ton-weight 
torpedoes were tucked about here and 
there like cigars in the pockets of an 
electioneering 
congressman.

can 


spit out torpedoes from the surface or 
when down a hundred feet or more. 
Under their own power, torpedoes au- 
tomatically .seek the level at which 
they are set to race through the water, 
several miles if necessary, to OIK.-II up 
an enemy cruiser.

can lay open a hole in the flank of a 
battleship as big as a tunnel.

stantly the distance to the surface and 
to Ihe bottom.

In battle, a submarine travels "blind" 


much of the time. It sticks its peri- 
scope above Ihe surface for an occa- 
sional fleeting glance at its target and 
then jerks it back out of sight. In 
those instants of vision the sub officer

I course of the enemy ship, so he can 


send a torpedo to meet it. 


I 
On the surface Ihe boat travels with 


' Diesel engines which also charge tre- 
| mendous storage baterics. These bat- 


teries furnish power for underwater 
travel when the Diesels can't be used. 


Before Ihe boat dives, every bull 


opening must be closed and the Diesels 
shut off. If left running with all air 
sources cut off. the Diesels, gasping for 
bieath 
with their 4,000 
horsepower 


lungs, would create an instant vaccum 
within the submarine. 


"It might kill the crew instantly," 


suiad an officer. 
With all normal air 


pressure gone the men probably would 
explode like popcorn. 


You should .v.-c the Seal's kitchen. 


In space the si/.e of a double tele- 
phone booth Ihe cook prepares meals 
for fill men and five officers. He can 
lock his pots and puns in place on the 
electric stove. Like other cooks, he 
looked pained at having visitors. 


The whole submarine is a beautiful 


mechanism, as deadly as a witch's 
blessing. I, personally, would not feel 
bad if ii spenl ils whole working life- 
lolling about in the Potomac, needing 
never to take a crack at an enemy 
vessel.

Dwyer, 19, who confessed the slay- 
ing and wenl to prison for life, now 
claims to be "the true" version—lhat 
Carroll slew not only the 67-year-old 
pKvsician but his wife, Lydia, 63, a 
killing Dwyer also had admitled. 


Defense Lawyer Clyde R. Chapman 


removed one of the anticipated high- 
lights of the trial when he announced 
he had decided against calling to the 
stand Barbara, 18, daughter of Carroll 
and former swcethearl of Dwyer. 


On Ihe night of October 13, when 


"Doctor Jim" 
was bludgeoned and 


strangled in Dwycr's home, Carroll 
said, be first attended an American 
Legion supper, leaving to serve a sum- 
mons. He returned to Legion hall and 
on his way home aided in an arrest. 


Morris Prince, 43, a friend of Car- 


roll, testified the defendant left, the 
Legion hall between 7:30 and 8 p. m., 
and that he saw Carroll again out- 
side the hall between 9 and 9:30 p. m. 
Theyhad arranged to play cards, he 
.-.deled, but Carroll's late arrival at 
the Prince home precluded that. Prince 
.said Carroll remained at his home un- 
til "after midnight." 


Mrs. Carroll testified she did not see 


her husband leave the Legion supper 
but found him waiting for her when 
it was over. 
Her testimony as to 


what happened after that coincided 
with Prince's. 


She corroborated her husband's story 


of his whereabouts Ihe night Dwyer 
said Carroll strangled 
Mrs. 
Little- 


field. 


Carroll said that not until his arrest 


last May (he originally was charged 
with morals offense involving B:u- 
bara) did he know of lellers, from Bar- 
bara to Paul, that have figured large- 
ly in the state's case. Ingalls contend- 
ed that in one of those missives tlit- 
girl told of seduction by her father. 
When Paul gave Dr. Litlefield that in- 
formation, Ingalls said, Carroll had a 
motive.

The Amount of Acid in the Stomach Varies

The human being is normally slight- 


ly alkaline in his reactoni. The secre- 
tions of his stomach arc- rarely abnor- 
mally acid. When they are, it mean" 
that he is suffering 
with diabetes 


B'right's disease, or poisoning of on 


; 
kind or another, and that he is reallj 
in a serious condition. 


The normal man's digestive secre- 


tions are seldom highly acid. However 
there are instances in which these se- 
cretions of the stomach associated witr 
digestion are more acid than usual. 


The stomach secretes hydrochlori 


acid and pepsin for digesting protein; 
When the amount of free hydrochlori 
acid in the stomach is higher thar 
normal, the condition is called hyper 
chlorhydrial 


Even in normal persons there arc 


great differences- in the amount of free 
hydrochloric acid that is poured out 
by the stomach. It is said that aboui 
4 per cent of people do not have any 
hydrochloric acid in their gastric juice, 
and that as many as 10 per cent of peo- 
ple have less than the average. 


Therefore, while an excess or a 


slightly diminished amount of hydro- 
chloric acid in the gastric juice may 
be considered as of interest, it is not 
necessarily a symptom that something 


of 


very serious is wrong and that some- 
thing ought to be done about it. 


Usually, excess acid in the stomach 


is associated with excessive work, ex 
cessive 
worry, 
imperfect choice o 


food, overindulgence in tobacco or al- 
cohol, in spices or other unusual foods. 
It is also associated sometimes with the 
presence of ulcers of the stomach, or 
other serious conditions. Cocktails and 
various strong alcoholic liquors tend 
to .stimulate the flow of gastric juice, 
(n relationship to such 
stimulation 


there rnay be a first excessive acid in 
the stomach, and later lessened acid 
or a complete absence. 


Sometimes there is a change in the 


id-id content of the gastric juice in con- 
ditions like appendicitis or inflamma- 
tion.-, of the gall bladder. These are 
called re-flex effects. 


Before 
doing 
anything, however, 


about excess acid in the stomach, it is 
well to consult a doctor to find out the 
extent of the excess and whether or 
not anything ought to be done about it.

with such conditions may be improved

Down Jap General 


Japanese Had Accused 


Doctor of Being 


a Spy 


SH ANGH AI—</P)—Ja pa nose sold icrs 


on duty in the Yangtze River delta 
area know him as the "hell-raising 
American doctor 
who 
won't quit 


traipsing around our territory." 


He earned that sobriquet by bang- 


ing his fist on a table and shouting 
down a Japanese officer who had call- 
ed him a spy. 


The Chinese peasants of the same 


area call him the "big white boss of 
the huge brich house if many beds at 
Huchow." Huchow is 120 miles west 
of Shanghai and the house of many 
beds is the Huchow General hospital, 
an Amtrican-owned institution. 


He is Dr. Frederick 
Mangel of 


Newnan, Georgia. For the last 25 
years he has been attached to the 
Southern Methodist Episcopal Mission 
in China, where he has practiced med- 
icine on a charity basis among the 
Chinese. 


Hnd to Flee 


When the war came Dr. Mangel 


performed operations upon wounded 
Chinese soldiers while aerial bombs 
fell just outside the mission com- 
r-aund. A few days before the Jap- 
anese occupation of the city on No- 
vember 22, 1937, he evacuated 
the 


institution and took patients and staff 
to Hangchow, some 40 miles away. 


In February the doctor returned to 


Huchow and found the hospital and 
mission in Japanese hands. Before the 
doctor had an poportunity to start 
negotiations for the return of the 
institution to the mission, he was ar- 
rested and escorted to Shanghai by a 
Japanese military guard. 


The Japanese military authorities at 


Huchow believed he might be a spy 
and wore taking no chances. Turning 
him over the boundaries of the In- 
ternational Setllement, they told him 
o stay there. 


But Came Back 


But the doctor didn't stay. By the 


end of March, he was back again. On 
this occasion, he found the hospital 
and mission buildings in a sorry con- 
dition. 


The compound was being used as a 


fortress against Chinese gutrrilla at- 
tacks. Holes had been made in the 
brick walls and were being used as 
machine-gun emplacements. The mis- 
sion church, he relates, had been strip- 
ped of pews, altar and other furnish- 
ings and was being used as a cre- 
matory for dead Japanese soldiers. 


The doctor demanded to see the Jap- 


anese colonel in command, but was

Proper Cutting 


From 15 to 25 per cent in feeding 


value may be added to legume hay 
crop if Hempstcad county farmers 
will pay particular attention to proper 
cutting, curing and storing. 


The stage at which legumes arc cut 


for hay influences the composition, 
palatabilily, digestibility, and ease of 
curing Ihe hay. Cutting the crop too 
early gives a hay of high uality, but 
reduces the yield too greatly to be 
profilable. On the other hand, late 
cutting causes the hay to be high in 
indigestible fibers, lower in proteins 
and carbohydrates, and consequently, 
lower in paletability and digestibil- 
ity. 


Hay should be cut when the crop 


contains the most prolein per acre, 
when Ihe crop also usually produces 
its maximum yield. 
Saybeans and 


cowpeas reach this stage when the 
pods are Avell formed and about half 
filled, according to Charles F. Sim- 
mons, Extension Agronomisl, Univer- 
sity of Arkansas College of Agricul- 
ture, the lower leaves should be just 
turning yellow. 


Hay should be cul afler the dew is 


gone, left in the swath for half a day 
or until completely wilted, and then 
when it is completely free of moislure, 
from dew or rain, raked into small 
windrows for further curing. If the 
hay is stored in the barn or baled di- 
rectly from the widrow, some spoil- 
agt will result, because of excessive 
moisture. Therefore, hay should be 
slacked unlil completely cured, Mr. 
Simmons said.

Rising through a Jong diplo-j 


matic service to become secretary' 
of state, John Quincy Adams in, 
1824 looked forward to the presi-j 
dency as the next step, even as 
Madison and Monroe had moved 
up. But there was a revolt againsti 
the old nominating system. The 
result was a battle between four 
candidates. 


Jackson received 99 electoral 


votes: Adams, 84; Crawford, 41, 
and Clay 37. So the contest was 
thrown into the House, and there 
the Clay interests joined those of 
Adams and effected the defeat of 
JacRson. 
Adams, upon his suc- 


cession, made Clay secretary of 
state. Thus he not only heaped 
upon himself charges of corrup- 
tion but \von the undying enmity 
of the rapidly growing Jacksonian 
forces. 
These troubles hampered 


him throughout his term and in 
1828 
he was overwhelmed. But 


instead of retiring the diligent 
Adams returned to the House of 
Representatives. Here he served 
conspicuously • until 
paralysis 


struck him in his House seat Feb. 
21, 1848. He died two days later. 
He is shown above on a stamp of' 
the new U. S. regular series, en- 
larged.
